The 
man who bought the shoes evidently lived 
or a farm in the vicinity. Where did he 
buy the shoes? At the town nearest his 
home, doubtless. 

Found the Store 8 
and a Clew. 

With the shoe box in his possession, 
Schumacher visited many towns in Frank- 
lin County, all around Union. He inquired 
at all the stores, but found no merchant 
who sold Dittman'’s shoes with the selling 
price marked on the box. 

At length he came to Stanton, where 
there are two stores, each carrying shoes. 
He alighted from the train and was 
greeted with the sight of a large sign- 
board in front of one of the stores, It 
read, “Dittman’s Shoes.“ } 

D. N. Gideon was the storekeeper. To 
that store Schumacher went. He showed 
his precious shoe box to Mr. Gideon. 

“Yes, sir; I always write my selling price 
on the shoes I gell,“ said Mr. Gideon. 

“Can you identify this mark as yours?’ 

Tes; that’s my writing.“ 

Still the shoe box, except in Schumach- 
er's deductive mind, had no apparent con- 
nection with the Union bank robbers. 

Gideon sold many shoes of that grade, 
and he could not indicate the buyer of 
the pair that had reposed in that particu- 
lar box. ™ 
Nevertheless, Schumacher stayed in town. 

He cultivated acqyaintances. He walked 
over to Semuke's saloon and talked with 
Schmuke, who is the barkeeper. He talked 
with the frequenters of the bar. 
If the man who bought those shoes or 
in whose household the shoe box had been 
taken was a disreputable character, why 
was he not a possible bank robber? What 
disreputable characters were there in the 
neighborhood? Was there any farmer or 
other countryman who had committed a 
crime at any time? If so, why should not 
this man have committed the Union bank 
robbery ? 


A Long Chance, but 
a Correct Deduction. 


It was not an illogical deduction. Far- 


fetched the inference may have been, but 
arguing along the line of the law of proba- 
bility Schumacher conceived the idea, 
which grew in his mind to the dignity of 
conviction, that the pasteboard box in his 
suit case had been in the possession of the 
men who robbed the Bank of Union.

The nagging fact in the business situation continues te be the 
Jack of tran<¢portation facilities. ,

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EDUCATION IN PORTO RICO. 


The cause of education is prospering in Porte Rico. 

In Gov. Hunt's report to the second legislative assembly are 
found evidences of a very healthy and American condition in the 
Island. 

Work was begun in May, 19%". and in January, 191, there 
were 68 schools open. In January, 1902, the number had in- 
creased to 875, and now there at e 1100. In January, 1901, 80,000 
children were enrolled, a year later 48.000. There are now 55,000. 
In January, 1901, there were 721 teachers; in 1902, 934, and in 
January, 1908, 1126. ' 

In the way of buildings, the Porto Ricans are well served. 
There are 40 school houses and a normal school building. Bigh- 
teen more are under construction. Besides these, three indus- 
trial schools aro being constructed. 

It took Spain 400 years to learn that a policy based upon the 
ignorance of the people was wasteful and ruinous. The American 
notion that education is at the bottom of every other good was 
applied to Porto Rico before the ink on the treaty of peace 
was dry. The consequence is that the Porto Ricans have learned 
more about their own powers and rights in the four years under
